One  of  the  greatest  aspects  of  Suffield  High  School  is  the  agriscience 
program.  Students  from  the  surrounding  towns  of  Enfield,  Windsor  Locks, 
Granby,  East  Granby,  Canton,  Simsbury,  Hartford,  and  many  others  come  to 
Suffield  everyday  to  share  their  love  for  agriscience.  The  different  categories 
of  interest  consist  of  large  and  small  animals,  aquaculture,  foodscience, 
wildlife,  and  shop.  Each  student  must  complete  150  hours  of  a  special 
projea  each  year  in  order  to  obtain  an  agriscience  degree  upon  graduation. 
This  project  may  be  experimental,  placement,  or  entrepreneurship  and  is 
presented  to  the  class  at  the  end  of  the  year.  One  of  the  most  exciting  events 
this  year  included  the  Ag-Expo,  an  exposition  put  on  every  two  years  by  the 
agriscience  students.  The  tours  allowed  children  and  other  visitors  to 
participate  in  hands  on  activities  such  as  bird  house  making,  planting,  and 
the  petting  zoo.  Vocational  Agriculture  is  a  wonderful  program  that  brings 
so  many  kids  together  with  a  common  interest.
